boots, from measining (he foot to the completion of thelirli- 
cle. "Now a shoe in the process of manufacture goes through 
many hands, and the thousands of operators known as shoe- 
mak'ers.know no more aboutinalciiig a whole shoe than if they 
had-never touched a piece of leather. 


A. member of the United Shoe, Machinery Company re- 


cently gave an address on the manufacture of shoes in which 
he brpught out many inteiesting facts in connection with this 
great industry. 
He told of shoemaking in the early days, 


though not going back to the time 'when the shoemaker trav- 
eled from home to homeuiiakjng shoes for entire families, 
this business being known/ if -memory serves us correctly, as 
"whipping the cat." For many years afterward all shoes and 
boo'js were made to oidei, though noftmdhe. homes of the 
people, and finally the time came'when men began lp venture 
into the business of making /.'ready-made" shoes. 
The busi- 


ness was very crude at first, but with the invention and inlro- 
difc'tJon of machinery improvements were rapid. The busi- 
ness has since been levollif ionized over and over again, and 
today the'making of shoes' is; one of the leading industries of 
the country.

IiiUhe course of his addi ess the speaker said that the making 


of 'a- shoe now calls for 20,0 different operations and the use 
of 'vl'6tf 'machines. 'All who have ever visited a shoe factory 
know 'that shoes are t'lirned oiit almost as fast as corn comes 
from a sheller, and the amazing thing is how they can be made 
so lapidly and so perfect. The modern shoe is an ornament 
as'wellv'as A utility, and there is ho branch of manufacturing 
in which there have been greater developments and improve- 
ments than in-shoeiriaking'. 


Yqung people do not realize 'that things were not always 


ver-y''much as they aie'now, but old-timers are aware that 
there have been changes in their day, and perhaps in no field 
hay£ there been gieater changes than in the manufacture of 
shoes.,. Jn shoe manufacturing the United States leads the 
world in quantity, quality and style, and a visit to an up-to- 
date shoe factory is well worth \yhile to any person who has 
never 'been i n one.
